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The Preakness 

The Maryland Jockey Club’s great fixture, 
**The Preakness,” will be run Saturday, May 
15 th. This is a renewal of the original stake 
which, from 1873 to 1889, was one of the 
leading features of the Pimlico spring fixtures 
and was revived in 1909 on a much more pre¬ 
tentious scale. 

*'The Preakness” was, as is generally known, 
named after M. H. Sanford’s good colt by 
Lexington, out of Bay Leaf, which in William 
Hayward’s capable hands won the famous Din¬ 
ner Party Stakes, or as it was afterwards called, 
*'The Dixie,” at the inaugural Pimlico meeting 
in October 1870, defeating Thomas W. Dos- 
well’s Virginia-bred Ecliptic and T. G. Moore’s 
Foster, the latter a great four-miler. 

Preakness was a village in New Jersey where 
the Sanford Stock Farm was located, and the 
fact that the colt was thought good enough 
to be called after the home place gives an idea 
of the estimation in which he was held. By 
winning the much talked of Dinner Party 
Stakes, Preakness and Pimlico were so firmly 
associated in the minds of the racing public 
that a meeting over the old track without some 
memorial to the prowess of Preakness was, in 
the opinion of Governor Oden Bowie, then 
President of the Maryland Jockey Club, and 
his associates, simply unthinkable, so ‘*The 
Preakness” was assigned a prominent place on 
the Club’s program. 


In recent years the famous Woodlawn Vase 
has been added as a trophy annually through the 
courtesy of the successive winning owners of 
*'The Preakness,” and carries with it a prestige 
that is highly regarded by the true sportsman, 
especially if he happens also to have bred the 
successful three-year-old. Mr. Morton L. 
Schwartz, whose Bold Venture was victorious 
in the 1936 running of "The Preakness,” has 
agreed to add the Woodlawn Vase to the 1937 
running of this event. 

Pimlico 

The Spring Meeting of the Maryland Jockey 
Club, Pimlico Race Course, Baltimore, Mary¬ 
land, will commence on Thursday, April 29th, 
continuing through Saturday, May 15 th. Post 
time for the first race will be 2:15 p. m.. East¬ 
ern Standard Time, except on Preakness Day, 
when the post time will be 2:00 p. m.. Eastern 
Standard Time. 

There will be a jumping race each day of the 
meeting. The important stake events will be 
as follows: The Pimlico Nursery and the Balti¬ 
more Spring Handicap will be run on Saturday, 
May 1st. The Dixie Handicap will be run on 
Saturday, May 8 th; $10,000 Added. The 
Preakness will be run Saturday, May 15th; 
$50,000 Added. To the winner of each stake 
event a valuable trophy will be presented. In 
addition to the above stake events the Billy 
Barton for hunters will be run on Thursday, 
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May 13 th. A valuable trophy will be pre¬ 
sented to the rider of the winner. 

The Subscription Steeplechase Committee of 
the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association 
have awarded to the Maryland Jockey Club, to 
be run at their Spring Meeting at Pimlico, the 
first of a series of steeplechases to be offered in 
1937 for the subscription horses imported to 
this country early in January. The added value 
of this race will be $3,000, and it will be run 
on Wednesday, May 5th. 

Dixie Nominations 

The Dixie Handicap, first run at Pimlico in 
1870 as the Dinner Party Stakes and won in 
that year by the horse whose name is perpetu¬ 
ated in Maryland’s three-year-old classic, the 
Preakness Stakes, ridden for his owner, Milton 
H. Sanford, by the great rider, Billy Haywards 
will be renewed at the Old Hilltop Track on 
Saturday, May 8 th, over a distance of one and 
three-sixteenths miles. On the bead roll of this 
stake are the names of some of the best 
Thoroughbreds of the American turf, includ¬ 
ing the Maryland-owned Crickmore and Dark 
Hope. There are thirty-three nominators of 
forty-one horses on this year’s list, including 
Maryland-owned horses in Belair Stud’s Isolator, 
E. K. Bryson’s Calumet Dick, Donelson Christ¬ 
mas’ Accolade, Janon Fisher, Jr.’s Swashbuckler, 
J. W. Y. Martin’s Dark Hope, winner last 
year, and Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s Chance 
View, Good Gamble, and Scotch Bun. Other 
prominent nominations are F. M. Alger, Jr.’s 
A/ucar, Mrs. Emil Denemark’s Finance and 
Two Bob, Greentree’s Memory Book, Hal Price 
Headley’s Hollyrood, Pimlico Futurity win¬ 
ner of 193 5, W. J. Hirsch’s Columbiana, Mrs. 
E. D. Jacobs’ Action, Maemere’s Maeriel, 
Wheatley Stable’s Snark and Teufel, C. V. 
Whitney’s Red Rain, and John Hay Whitney’s 
Mr. Bones. To this stake $10,000 has been 
added this year. 

Legislation 

We had hoped to be able to present to readers 
of The Maryland Horse in this issue a complete 
synopsis of legislative activities pertaining to 
horsemen during the now past session of the 
Maryland Assembly at Annapolis, but as there 
are some important measures still pending as we 
go to print this matter will be held over until 
our May issue. 



The Woodlawn Vase 


An added attraction to The Preakness is the 
Woodlawn Vase, which was originally d::nated 
as a trophy by Mr. Thomas Clyde, for many 
years a valued patron of Pimlico, and a sports¬ 
man in every sense of the word. 

Th is beautiful specimen of the silversmith’s 
art, with lifelike reproductions of the Thorough¬ 
bred, and surmounted by a statuette of a 
mounted racer, was made in 1860 for Colonel 
R. A. Alexander, of Kentucky, for the Wood¬ 
lawn Racing Association. 

It was in the nature of a Challenge Cup, and 
was contested for annually until the Civil War, 
when it was buried with the family plate at 
Colonel Alexander’s home, Woodlawn. 

In addition to Captain Morris, owner of the 
first winners, Mollie Jackson and Idlewild, it 
has been held by the Dwyer Brothers, Major 
Thomas W. Doswell of Virginia, Mr. Frederic 
Gebhard and other prominent horsemen, Mr. 
Clyde obtaining possession of it through the 
victory in 1903 and 1904 of his colt. Short Hose. 

Mr. Clyde presented the Woodlawn Vase to 
the Maryland Jockey Club in 1917, and it has 
been added to the Preakness since that date. 
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State Fair 

Agriculture generally and stockmen in par¬ 
ticular will benefit by the passage of the Act 
of the Legislature this session whereby the 
State’s half mile tracks, which originally were 
licensed as adjuncts to agricultural exhibitions, 
arc once more brought into the field of encour- 
agers of that ancient art. By the new Act, for 
which stockmen are indebted to Harford 
County’s Delegate John E. Clark, who spon¬ 
sored the legislation, the operators of these 
tracks must set aside the sum of $5,000 to be 
used in premiums in their agricultural exhibi¬ 
tions, and should their betting exceed half a 
million dollars they must in addition pay to the 
State 1 /f; of the money bet. There is now in 
the House an enabling act whereby this money, 
if the bill is passed, will be handled; and this 
act calls for the setting up of a State Fair 
Board, to be appointed by the Racing Com¬ 
mission, consisting of nine persons who will be 
responsible to the Comptroller for the disburse¬ 
ment of the funds. The Fair Board, which will 
serve without pay and will represent all phases 
of agriculture, will promote and foster fairs 
throughout the State, as they deem wise, or 
they may sponsor one large exhibit and term 
It a **State Fair.” All of this was brought out 
at a meeting held at the Emerson Hotel recently 
whereat some fifty of the State’s foremost 
agriculturists and stockmen foregathered at 
the invitation of the Timonium directorate. 
Granville Hibberd, Manager of Brooklandwood, 
v/as in the chair and called upon many of 
those present for their opinions and thoughts 
x'cgarding the old Fair now held for so many 
years at the York Road plant. 

General Manager Matt L. Daiger of 
Timonium stated that $40,000 was being spent 
on the property this year, improvements to 
include a new and adequate judging pavillion, 
new stabling facilities for draft horse exhibits, 
a new building for Four-H Club boys, as well 
as unlimited painting and fencing. Major R. H. 
Archer, counsel of the Havre de Grace racing 
outfit, sounded a welcome note when he stressed 
the real need for closer cooperation between 
the race tracks, the breeders and agriculture in 
all of its branches. This is a subject in which 
The Maryland Horse is vitally interested, 
and we asked Mr. Archer to prepare for us an 
article giving his views on the subject, which 
we hope to have in an early issue. 


Publisher John D. Worthington, of the Bel 
Air **Aegis” who has for some time published 
a weekly column of horse news and who 
has brought out a special edition of his papier 
devoted to the horse in Harford County, spoke 
strongly in favor of better facilities for draft 
horse exhibitors. Racing Commissioner Edwin 
Warfield, Jr., poloist, stockman and farmer, 
spoke in support of Major Archer’s stand for 
cooperation and cited the yeoman service to 
agriculture that Timonium has consistently 
given. Mr. Warfield also commended highly 
the work of Miss Mary Risteau and Messrs. 
Clark, Wise and Turner on the above mentioned 
Act. It is Mr. Warfield’s thought that a highly 
profitable investment for all of the major tracks 
in the State would be a regular supporting of 
the agricultural exhibitions of the State and 
farming generally. 

Among the other horsemen present were 
Dean Bedford, Gladden Davis, Prof. Kenneth 
F. Ikeler, Jos. M. Vial, just returned from a 
horse buying trip to Europe, Kenneth N. Clark, 
and Richard N. Wills. If the suggestions 
offered for the improvement of Timonium are 
followed—and it looks as though they will be 
—there is every reason to expect that in a few 
years Maryland will have a State Fair com¬ 
mensurate with its dignity as an agricultural 
state. 

Point To Point Races 

The month of April will see the regular 
scries of four point to point races which are 
annually run off in the State of Maryland, and 
as usual the series will start with the running 
of the Junior Point to Point on April 3rd on 
part of the Maryland Hunt Cup course on 
J. W. Y. Martin’s Worthington Farms in 
the valley of that name. This race usually 
marks the bringing into the game of new 
blood among the amateur riders. The fol¬ 
lowing Saturday, April 10th, the My Lady’s 
Manor Point to Point Races are scheduled to 
be run on the estates of Mr. J. Myers Pearce 
and Mr. Leslie E. Keiffer at Monkton, in Balti¬ 
more County.- At that time the twenty-ninth 
running of the My Lady’s Manor Point to Point 
Steeplechase will be run over three miles of 
natural country, to be followed by the Right 
Royal Cup Steeplechase over the same course, 
for non-winners of a timber race. A two mile 
brush race, the John Rush Streett Memorial 
Steeplechase, is third on the card, and the Fly- 
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ing Ebony Plate, named in honor of the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner of 1925, which Leslie 
Keiffer brought from Kentucky to head his 
Inverness Stud in Maryland, will be run over 
one and a quarter miles on the flat. On Satur¬ 
day, April 17th, the Maryland Grand National 
Point to Point will be renewed at Hereford on 
the York Road in Baltimore County, over the 
excellent course laid out there a few years back. 
The climax of the season is the classic of timber 
racing, the Maryland Hunt Cup, which as 
usual will be held on the estate of J. W. Y. 
Martin in the Worthington Valley. Last year 
it was the host’s good fortune to have his own 
Inshore winner of this great race, and with the 
recent impetus in the ’chasing sport great things 
are expected of this series of races this year. 
Undoubtedly there are many more horses avail¬ 
able for the races than has been the case in 
some years. No one desirous of seeing a truly 
great spectacle should miss the last of these 
four races, for with its unique natural grand¬ 
stand, the long hill on the northern side of the 
course, the Maryland Hunt Cup affords an 
excellent view for every one of the eighteen or 
twenty thousand enthusiasts that annually at¬ 
tend it of every jump in the whole course. 

Importations 

A number of importations from Europe 
have come into Maryland since our last issue. 
Of Thoroughbreds the bay filly, "Malakal, by 
’• Blenheim II out of La Concha, by Verwood, 
French bred and imported from England, has 
been added to the brood-mare band at Holly 
Beach. Second dam of " Malakal is Mousse du 
Ciel, by Ajax, which mare is sister of Mousse 
des Bois, dam of ’^Sarmation who sired Gravita, 
sire of Granville. This mare is destined for the 
court of ’•*Aethelstan. 

The draft horse breeding expansion, so notice¬ 
able throughout the country, is particularly so 
in Maryland where the Port of Baltimore and 
the easy trip from New York make it a simple 
matter to import horses from abroad, and dur¬ 
ing the past month there have come over to 
Charles Shafer of Sharpsburg, Washington 
County, Maryland, who selected his own stock, 
ten mares and two stallions, ranging from year¬ 
lings to five-year-olds. Proving the excellent 
market there is in the State for this stock, Mr. 
Shafer informs us that these horses landed on 
the Belgian steamer, **Henri Jasper,’ on March 
8th and to March 16th he had sold eight of the 
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twelve and could have disposed of the entire 
lot had he felt inclined to dispose of all of them. 
Among the buyers of this stock is the pioneer 
breeder, Mr. William Cunningham, who pur¬ 
chased a stallion and a pair of mares to 
strengthen the already excellent group he had 
at Lappan’s Crossroad. Washington County 
breeders are determined to make their County 
the leading Belgian breeding county in the 
State. 

On another page of our magazine Mr. Joseph 
N. Vial, Livestock Specialist of the Extension 
Service of the University of Maryland, tells 
of his visit to England, France and Belgium and 
of his selections in Belgium and France of 
Percherons and Belgians for American breeders. 
These arrived on March 12 th and included six 
Percheron mares and fillies which went to 
Myron M. Fuerst of Pine Plains, New York, one 
coming two-year-old dark gray Percheron 
stallion which went to Mr. Walter Johnson at 
Germantown, Maryland, and three coming 
two-year-old sorrel Belgian fillies imported for 
Mr. William F. Schluderberg, President of the 
Schluderberg-Kurdle Company of Baltimore. 
We anticipate that these fillies are intended for 
breeding purposes and for the recreational side 
of Mr. Schluderberg’s activities, rather than for 
use in the business side of his activities. A 
four-year-old black Percheron mare was in the 
consignment for the well-known breeder of 
Percherons who now is also a Thoroughbred 
breeder, Mr. Ed Nicodemus of Waynesboro, 
Pennsylvania. This entire consignment was 
selected by Mr. Vial and those of the lot that 
have come to Maryland will, we hope, 
strengthen the exhibits of draft horses to be 
strongly featured at the State Fair at Timonium 
in September. 

The Historic “Selima Stakes" 

Entries for the 193 8 “Selima Stakes” will 
close on April 15 th. This race, for two year 
old fillies, was named in honor of Selima, one 
of the great progenitors of the Thoroughbred 
in Maryland, which was imported from England 
nearly two centuries ago and stood at the Belair 
Stud in Prince George’s County. From her 
have descended some of the greatest horses in 
the State, and to commemorate her achieve¬ 
ments Mr. Woodward annually donates a 
trophy to the winner of the Stake, which is run 
at Laurel in the fall of each year. 
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Men and Horses of Colonial Maryland 

By John L. O’Connor 


Possibly readers of The Maryland Horse, 
or even some members of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, are unacquainted with a 
work published in Baltimore in 1922, called 
**Blooded Horses of Colonial Days.” This little 
book by Francis Barnum Culver of the Mary¬ 
land Historical Society is to be treasured par¬ 
ticularly for sketches of Colonial Maryland’s 
turfmen, their country seats, and their studs. 

It is a coincidence that at about the same 
time Mr. Culver was gathering material for his 
book, Mr. Charles Fickus, a fellow member 
with Mr. Culver in the Maryland Historical 
Society, was, at my solicitation, pursuing a 
somewhat similar line of research. This little 
matter is cited not as a point of information 
but as an example of a curious simultaneous 
duplication of work directed toward different 
ends and sponsored from widely separated 
sources. 

For twenty-odd years previous to the above 
mentioned systematic study of the Maryland 
horse, the present writer had delved in a hit 
or miss fashion for firsthand information con¬ 
cerning the early American Thoroughbred. 
Such a search was not deemed futile, for John 
S. Skinner’s Baltimore periodicals—The Ameri¬ 
can Farmer of the 1820’s, and The American 
Turf Register of the 18 30’s, carried encourag¬ 
ing leads by way of items contributed by Mr. 
Justice Gabriel Duvall, of Maryland and the 
Supreme Court of the United States, and by 
several of his contemporaries. Indeed these 
source fragments collected by many hands and 
given to Skinner formed the historic collection 
on which was based Bruce’s American Stud 
Book. That Skinner had few correspondents 
north of Maryland accounts for the paucity of 
pedigrees of early northern horses in his collec¬ 
tion, a serious omission reflected in the Amen- 
can Stud Book today. 

It is not going beyond the province of this 
article to make known, by one who has put 
the point to a test, that the chief source of 
supply of blood-stock found ‘*at the North” 
from the earliest times, was Maryland. This 
was no unexpected discovery, for Maryland as 
Colony and State has been the middleground 


between the North and the South. Here almost 
every blood-line known to our records either 
originated or coursed through her arteries of 
traffic. Thus, if Virginia be accredited "'the 
cradle of the American Thoroughbred,” it is 
undeniable that the gestation period was borne 
by mother Maryland. 

Without lingering as a target for a barrage 
from across the Potomac, note the hasty retreat 
behind the barricade of testimonies:— 

(Maryland Gazette, Mar-24, 1747) 

"On the 30th April a Fair will begin at 
Queens Town in Queen Annes County where 
will be given to be run for by any horse, mare, 
or gelding viz: on the First day of the Fair 
Seven Pounds current money. The Mile, three 
heats. Each horse to carry 140 pounds. Any 
horse to run the Second day except the winning 
horse of the First. And on the Third dav. 
Wrestling, Cudgelling and several other diver¬ 
sions. The horses must be entered with Benia¬ 
min Sutton in Queens Town by ten of clock 
the first day of the Fair, paying seven shillings 
for the first prize and four shillings for the 
second, which money, arising on the said entries? 
to go to the second best horse each day.” 

if- if- if- 

(Md. Gaz. Tues. May-12, 1747) 

"On the 21st inst a Fair will be held in Prince 
Georges County near Mr. Kennedy Farrell’s at 
Rock Creek in Mr. Henry Wright Crabb’s 
Old Field. On the First day will be run for by 
any horse, mare, or gelding, a prize of Ten 
Pounds currency; On the Second Day, a Prize 
of Six Pounds like money. And none to be 
excepted but the winning horse of the First 
Day, and on the Third Day, a prize of Four 
Pounds like money, the two winning horses 
only excepted. The horses are to run Throe 
Floats, two-miles each heat, and to carry 120 
lbs. weight. The horses to be entered with Mr. 
Farrell the morning of the race. The Distance 
(mark) 100 yards. All differences and disputes 
if any arise to be determined by Thomas 
Owing, H. W. Crabb.”

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Yearling Show 

The annual show of Thoroughbred yearlings 
foaled in Maryland sponsored by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association will be held, as 
usual, through the courtesy of the Maryland 
Jockey Club on the infield at Pimlico at ten 
o’clock on Thursday morning, May 13 th. There 
will be a class for colts and a class for fillies, 
with a trophy in each division, and a cham¬ 
pionship trophy for the best yearling in the 
show.

Trainer 
James F. Fitzsimmons has been invited to be the 
judge again this year. 

It is believed that this show of Maryland 
yearlings will be one of the most interesting 
features of Preakness Week. Notices and entry 
blanks will be mailed promptly to all Mary¬ 
land breeders listed with the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, and will be sent upon 
request to others who may be interested.

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Maryland Nominations To The 
Kentucky Derby 

In the list of 103 nominations for the sixty- 
third running of the $50,000 added Kentucky 
Derby, which will be held at Churchill Downs, 
Louisville, on May 8 th, a number of Maryland- 
owned horses and some few with breeding con¬ 
nections in the State are included. Though 
'William 'Woodward’s Belair Stud horses arc 
Kentucky bred and New York trained, yet 
through their owner’s estate in southern Mary¬ 
land, whence comes the stable’s name, Maryland 
always claims them as hers. This year there 
are three Belair Stud nominations. Riparian b}r 
'•’Sir Gallahad III, Fore by Fairway, and Lucky 
Pledge, sister of Gallant Fox by '“ Sir Gallahad 
III out of Marguerite. Maryland breeders will 
watch with keen interest the showing of Mrs. 
Elizabeth C. Bosley’s bay colt, Betty’s Buddy, a 
son of Bud Lerner and the good brood-mare 
Nettle, by Fayette, which was raised on the 
Foxhill Farm at Monkton and was a good win¬ 
ner last fall. Edward W. Duffy of Detroit has 
the chestnut colt Gray Gold, a maiden son of 
the Labrot & Company’s imported sire. Sir 
Greysteel, running in his interest. Favorite at 
this writing for the race, and training in splen¬ 
did style, is Pompoon, owned by J. H. Louch- 
heim of Philadelphia, and destined for stud 
service at the Three Cousins Stock Farm, of 
which partnership Mr. Louchheim is a member, 
at Hydes, Maryland, when his racing days are 
done. 'Winner of the Futurity last year, and 
son of Pompey who failed in the Derby, it is 
his connections’ hope that Pompoon will break 
the long famous jinx on Futurity winners in 
the Kentucky classic. Another Maryland-bred 
nomination is last fall’s Maryland Futurity 
winner, J. W. Y. Martin’s Triple Action, a bay 
gelding by Canter out of Black Momma, by 
'‘•‘Light Brigade. One of the few fillies in the 
race is N. L. Naylor’s Virginia J., a brown 
daughter of Adolphe Pons’ Crack Brigade, 
whose get are becoming more and more promi¬ 
nent in the racing field. Valdina Farm of Texas 
has two nominations, one of them being the 
chestnut colt Petrose, by Peter Hastings out of 
Rose Twig, by Supremus, which mare is one of 
the band at Labrot & Company’s Holly Beach 
Farm and is this year dam of a well regarded 
colt by "'Kantar. Turning now to the Vander¬ 
bilt nominations we find three colts and one 


gelding. The Pons-bred Airflame, brilliant 
speedster of a year ago and son of Ariel and 
Flamante, is one. Another Pons-bred is Grand 
Play, by Display out of Grandma Lapp, by 
'4^rince Philip. Tedious, by "'Teddy, and Vic¬ 
torian Star, by Victorian, both highly regarded 
colts, make up the Vanderbilt contingent. 

Thus it is seen that Maryland has not only 
a strong representation for Louisville in one 
way or another, but at this time appears to hold 
an excellent chance of adding to the honor of 
our State at Louisville. 

Patrol Judges 

From Edgar G. Horn, capable Editor of 
Baltimore’s Turf and Sport Digest, comes 
a good suggestion that inasmuch as the present 
trend at racetracks is to have the judges high 
above the crowd, and therefore much more 
difficult of access to the reporting Patrol 
Judges, that these gentlemen be placed in stands 
with a red drop leaf on their sides which they 
can at will drop to signal to the judges that 
they have seen something in the race which 
they wish to make report of before official 
placings are made. The board also would indi¬ 
cate to the crowd that all was not well. A 
good suggestion, true, but would not the addi¬ 
tion of an under-ground telephone wire from 
each Patrol Judge’s stand to the Judges’ stand 
be a great deal quicker means of notification? 

Dynamometer 

State Fairs throughout the 'West have long 
discovered that nothing serves to bring out 
the farmers and their teams better than does 
a pulling contest. Soon it is more than likely 
we will be enjoying these at our State Fair at 
Timonium, if Profesor Kenneth Ikeler’s sug¬ 
gestion and Matt Daiger’s wish come true. The 
Timonium directorate may well look to an 
increase in gate receipts on the day they stage 
one of these spectacular events, for almost every 
farmer thinks he has a good pulling team or 
two on the place and more than a few will be 
bringing them in for a try at the Dynamo¬ 
meter, as the contraption which measures the 
traction pull of the teams is called. Having 
seen a few of these events we are all for them 
and hope that arrangements will be perfected 
for obtaining one of the instruments prior to 
Labor Day.

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European Horse Hunting 

By Joseph M. Vial 

Extension Specialist, Animal Husbandry, University of Maryland. 


Your genial editor, Mr. Finney, has asked me 
to give a report of my trip abroad buying 
Percherons and Belgians for New York, Penn¬ 
sylvania, and Maryland friends. An explana¬ 
tion as to how a Maryland Animal Husbandry 
Extension man happened to be on such a mis¬ 
sion is doubtless in order. 

While at the last International Livestock Ex¬ 
hibition in Chicago, Mr. Myron M. Fuerst of 
Pine Plains, New York, asked me to accom¬ 
pany him to the Perth Aberdeen-Angus Sale 
and to France to assist him in the selection of 
breeding stock. Through the efforts of Director 
T. B. Symons, College Park, to whom I am 
responsible, a leave of absence for this trip was 
granted by the authorities at the University. 
This was possible inasmuch as we were also 
making selections for a few Maryland breeders. 
Then too. Dr. Symons felt that it was some¬ 
what of an honor to have our Extension Service 
called upon for such assistance, particularly by 
an out-of-state party. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fuerst sailed a couple of weeks 
ahead of Mrs. Vial and me, with the under¬ 
standing that we would meet at the Aberdeen- 
Angus Sale at Perth, Scotland. We left New 
York on January 27 and had a most delightful 
ocean trip both going and returning. On 
docking at Plymouth we proceeded by train to 
London, transferred to Kings Cross Station, and 
i^oarded a L. N. E. R. for Perth. This daylight 
trip from London to Edinburgh was enjoyed 
beyond words. In fact, we fell in love with 
Finney’s native land. The gently rolling 
countryside, a large proportion of which was in 
grass of exceptional quality and abundance, 
was divided into relatively small fields by 
hedges or stone fences. Neatly kept farmsteads 
and estates were the rule, not the exception. 
Their buildings were of brick with tile roofs, for 
the most part, though interspersed frequently 
enough with thatched roofed buildings to give 
a marvelously picturesque country landscape. 
The narrow and well-kept twisted roads and 
gently flowing, winding streams, with occa¬ 
sional shade trees, completed this marvelous 
picture. 


We were impressed with the apparent 
thoroughness of the English farmer. However, 
on entering Scotland our hats certainly came 
off to the Scotch farmer as a plowman. Most 
engineers could correct and adjust their transit 
and other measuring devices using the Scotch¬ 
man’s furrow as a standard. Whether on the 
level or up and down dale, each furrow was 
identical with the previous one. A pair of 
beautiful Clydesdale mares usually constituted 
the power, a walking plow the implement, with 
a sturdy Scot as pilot. Occasionally the farmers 
were gathering their neeps (turnips), either 
putting them in pits or hauling them in for 
stock. 

On changing trains at Edinburgh we were 
met by Mr. and Mrs. Fuerst with the disap¬ 
pointing news that we were too late for the 
Perth Aberdeen-Angus Sale. Consequently, we 
remained in Edinburgh that night and saw much 
of this city of stone the next day. It would 
be unfair to pass without mentioning one of 
the high spots of the entire trip witnessed here. 
This was the War Memorial in the Castle at 
Edinburgh. This is, without question, the most 
wonderful of all war memorials. Not a detail 
has been slighted and fitting recognition paid 
to every branch of the Service and to those who 
did their part during the World War. Even the 
canaries and mice used to detect gases and 
approaching mines were not forgotten. 

We motored from Edinburgh down through 
the border country through Carlisle to Stam¬ 
ford, passing many border Leicester and Cheviot 
sheep grazing on the foothills, though the pre¬ 
dominating stock was apparently grade black¬ 
faced Highlanders. The lake country. Lake 
Windemere particularly, was fascinating. The 
surrounding hills, decorated by miles and miles 
of stone fences, built apparently more or less at 
random, seemed to just fit the rest of the land¬ 
scape. 

Next we headed for the Fen country, pass¬ 
ing occasional small lots of beef animals, Here- 
fords, Angus, and Shorthorns, with a few scat¬ 
tered crossbred Highlanders. Passing tl^rough 
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Peterborough we continued to March, Cambs, 
England, where the Percheron stud farm of 
Dr. H. H. Truman is located. While the pre¬ 
dominating draft stock of much of England is, 
as you know, furnished by the Shire breed, we 
were amazed at the foothold the Norman horse 
has acquired in England. I neglected to state, 
too, how utterly out of place an occasional 
Belgian gelding appeared among those splendid 
Clydesdale geldings of Scotland. The Fen 
country is as flat as our central western prairie 
land and six feet below sea level, I was told. 
This rich, black soil is divided by a series of 
drainage canals. One of the largest, if not the 
largest, pumping stations in the world lifts the 
water up out of these canals and discharges it 
into a canal on a higher level, which in turn, 
sends it on its way to the sea. In case of in¬ 
sufficient moisture the process is reversed. Dr. 
and Mrs. Truman entertained us most royally. 
Some of you doubtless know that Dr. Truman 
is a brother of J. G. and Horace Truman of 
Trumans* Pioneer Stud Farm, Bushnell, Illinois. 
A very pleasant morning was spent looking over 
some good specimens of the Percheron breed 
here, not the least of which was the noted 
dappled grey herd sire, ***March Viking.** 

After a delightful luncheon with Dr. and 
Mrs. Truman, we proceeded to Histon, the 
home of the Chivers* Percherons near Cam¬ 
bridge. The Chivers own one of the largest, if 
not the largest, stud of Percherons in the world. 
They make use of quite an array of these 
dappled greys on their farm of some eight or 
ten thousand acres. Mr. Stanley Chivers surely 
gave us a treat. He showed us any number of 
matronly old Percheron dams, a lusty crop of 
rugged youngsters and quite a battery of herd 
sires. Of these "Carburetor** no doubt holds 
first place, and he seems to realize that fact 
fully. Aside from possibly having the cream 
of the band of mares in his harem he is accorded 
no particular favors, as he takes his daily exer¬ 
cise at profitable labor in the collar. One of 
the foundation mares of this establishment 
surely is worthy of special mention. This old 
flea-bitten dame had, about a month previous 
to our visit, lost a foal prematurely. However, 
prior to this unfortunate experience she had 17 
foals to her credit. Percheron type and 
character stood out of her from head to ears 
and her hard, flinty, clean limbs belied her 
age exceedingly. 


After a most pleasant visit at tea with Mr. 
and Mrs. Chivers in their lovely home we were 
obliged to hasten on, all too soon, from our 
point of view, at least. An enjoyable morning 
on the campus at Cambridge was indeed spent 
most profitably. The campus was beautiful and 
the architecture of those grand old buildings, 
it seemed to us, must inspire the attending 
student body to serious, sober thinking and 
studying. It was difficult to imagine that 
students in attendance in this noted school 
could ever indulge in the pranks through which 
many of our American college boys sometimes 
let off surplus steam. However, our slumber 
was disturbed about 2:00 a. m. by a group of 
students passing beneath our window singing 
"Hail, Hail, the Gang*s All Here.** 

From Cambridge we drove to Oxford, but 
owing to a heavy downpour we caught only a 
passing glimpse of this institution. Much of 
the remainder of the trip to London was along 
the swollen banks of the Thames River, with 
dense fog, hence visibility was too poor for 
observation. 

Our next jump was to Nogent Le Rotrou, 
the center of the Perche, the original home of 
our Percheron horses. We secured a capable 
interpreter and drove daily from early until 
late in search of satisfactory specimens of the 
breed. While the Perche is a relatively small 
section it took considerable driving, even there, 
to satisfy our wants, the only justification for 
the time and money spent in the process being 
the introduction of new blood into our studs 
at home. Much of the country is gently roll¬ 
ing, divided into rather small fields separated by 
hedge fences. Here too, a large proportion of 
the land was in grass, the most luxuriant I have 
ever seen. The streams and rivers flow in a 
slow, meandering fashion through these won¬ 
derful pastures. 

The buyer pays the car hire and the seller 
pays the interpreter the commission for selling 
his animal. The interpreter is usually a very 
capable horseman, and particularly clever in 
dealing. This last feature is essential, as Ameri¬ 
can buyers are meat and drink to a French 
breeder. They are as apt as not to price a mare 
for fifteen thousand francs, for which they 
wmuld be tickled pink to get seven or eight 
thousand. Seldom do they manifest any ap¬ 
parent desire to sell the one that appeals to the 

buyer. The "madame** frequently enters the

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Preakness Week 

'Treakness Week” is to be celebrated again 
this year, culminating in the running of The 
Preakness on Saturday, May 15 th, and the 
Preakness Ball that evening. 

Last year for the first time community and 
nationwide recognition was given to The Preak¬ 
ness through the initiative of the Tourist De¬ 
velopment Bureau of the Baltimore Associa¬ 
tion of Commerce, as a part of its broad pro¬ 
gram for attracting more people to Maryland 
through the proper exploitation of the State’s 
many interesting features and activities. The 
occasion was made a particularly gala one. There 
were special races throughout the week at 
Pimlico; the annual Flower Mart, conducted 
by the Women’s Civic League of Baltimore, 
was scheduled for Wednesday of that week; 
a Preakness Rose was chosen and chris¬ 
tened with much ceremony. There was a 
Preakness Queen with her court of princesses 
and duchesses representing all the counties 
of the State. And there was a Preakness 
Ball, a most colorful affair, held in the 
huge Fifth Regiment Armory, with the guests 
in formal dress, members of the hunt clubs in 
their ‘*pink coats,” Army and Navy officers in 
full dress uniforms, jockeys in the silks of the 
famous stables they represented, and an impos¬ 
ing list of patrons and patronesses. The decora¬ 
tions transformed the Armory as far as possible 
into a reproduction of Pimlico, with red and 
white mileposts surrounding the dance floor, 
and with two of Maryland’s famous horses, 
Billy Barton and Dr. Freeland, attracting many 
admirers to their stalls. 

This year the pageantry surrounding The 
Preakness and the various events of the week 
will be renewed again. A Preakness Queen is 
scon to be chosen, and there will be princesses 
and duchesses from the twenty-three counties 
of the State. The Queen will be crowned at the 
Preakness Ball. The two special spring races at 
Pimlico initiated last year will again be renewed. 
These are the Edgar Allen Poe Handicap, to 
be run on Tuesday, May 11th, and the Fort 
McHenry Handicap, to be run on Friday, the 
14th. This latter race will be a $1,500 special 
stake race, with a special trophy to the winner, 
donated by the Maryland Hotel Men’s Asso¬ 
ciation. On Thursday morning there will be a

to 209 mares in 193 5 and 147 colts, foaled in 
1936, were paid for. All were by natural 
service. 

Wayne Dinsmore, Secretary of the Horse 
and Mule Association of America, says that so 
far as he knows this stallion holds the highest 
season’s record in the United States for mares 
bred and colts foaled. He adds that an unusual 
feature of the case is that the horse was 12 years 
old, which age in a horse, is equal to 60 years 
in a man.

Let Chris tell 
the story in his own words. 

have been handling stallions on the stud 
for the past 46 years. I have stood 3 3 different 
horses, of both light and heavy breeds, and this 
horse. Major de Paul, a pure bred Belgian, is the 
surest stallion I have ever seen. 

believe plenty of exercise, sunlight, good 
green grass, and enough clean grain and green 
cured hay, are the essentials in keeping stallions 
and mares in good breeding condition. I begin, 
early in the spring, to give my stallion about 4 
miles active exercise daily. I ride, lead or drive 
him, and have him trot part of the time. Dur¬ 
ing the breeding season heavy draft stallions are 
apt to get a little sluggish and unless they are 
compelled to travel actively at least four or five 
miles every day, they will not have enough 
exercise to keep their glands and organs in 
proper condition; hence I consider vigorous 
exercise and proper feed the two most impor¬ 
tant things in keeping a stallion in first class 
breeding condition, so virile that he will get 
60% or more of the mares bred, in foal. 

*T truck him from mare to mare for breed¬ 
ing, as roads are hard, and distances long. I 
generally breed a mare in the morning and 


one in the evening, and let him rest at home 
during the day. As soon as green grass is avail¬ 
able I hold him out to graze, or have it done, 
for a couple of hours in the morning and an¬ 
other hour in the afternoon, so that he gets at 
least 3 hours of sunshine and good grass every 
day. 

feed bright green timothy hay with quite 
a little clover in it, and I want it very green 
and free from dust. I also feed a little choice 
alfalfa hay three or four times a week, using 
just enough of it to keep the kidneys and 
bowels in good shape. For grain I use crushed 
oats and bran and feed about 18 quarts of this 
mixture per day, during the breeding season. 
Major de Paul weighs about 2,000 pounds, but 
is an easy keeper even when on the stud. 

know most of the mares, owned by 
farmers in the following counties, Joe Davis, 
Lafayette, Grant, and Iowa. I know the breed¬ 
ing record of all the aged mares and I will not 
let my horse cover a non breeder or one that 
looks like a non breeder; furthermore, I will 
not breed a mare until she is in good physical 
condition. 

‘‘After the breeding season is over I feed less 
grain, a little more hay and turn Major de Paul 
out during the day, in a pasture with a mare. 
This gives him exercise, sunlight and things to 
see and think about.” 

Mr. Wedige thus attributes the sureness of 
his stallion to good care, feed and common 
sense management the year round. The horse 
is an extremely prepotent breeder. Mr. Wedige 
says that he has never sired any colt except a 
roan colt, and guarantees any man who brings 
a mare, that the colt will be absolutely certain 
to be a roan. Color, however, is only one indi¬ 
cation of his prepotency, as he transmits with 
equal certainty, the excellent set of legs, good 
feet, rugged, powerfully muscled body, well 
proportioned shape and good quality that he 
himself possesses, to his colts.

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Social Security 


In the December issue of the Maryland 
Horse, there was given a summary of the 
Horseman and the Social Security Act. As was 
stated in that summary, the opinion would be 
subject to change at any time due to the rulings 
of the Treasury Department and the Courts 
upon the Act. The law was briefly summarized 
giving only the high points in the law on both 
the unemployment insurance and the old age 
pension. It was also stated that it was the 
opinion of the writer that the Maryland 
breeders would probably be subject to both 
Acts. A great number of lawyers have dis¬ 
agreed with this opinion and have asked for a 
ruling as to horse breeders coming under the 
exception of agricultural labor. At the present 
time, the Treasury Department has not given 
such ruling, but in the near future the ques¬ 
tion will be settled once and for all, as quite a 
number of attorneys will argue that horse 
breeding is a part of agricultural labor and is, 
therefore, exempt from payment of the un¬ 
employment insurance and the old age bene¬ 
fits. Maryland, in the special session of 1936 
of the General Assembly, on December 11th, 
passed what is known as the Maryland Unem¬ 
ployment Compensation Act, introduced by 
Messrs. Gorfine and Hirt. The Bill is exactly 
in accordance with the minimum requirements 
of the Federal Act and in order to give a com¬ 
plete picture of the Security Acts now in force 
in Maryland, the following is given as to the 
tax, method of payment, basis of tax and to 
whom tax is paid: 

A. Taxes for Unemployment Compensa¬ 
tion (Federal and Maryland) 

1. This tax is paid by Employers of eight 
(8) or more employees, in employments 
covered by the Law—this is same under the 
State law. 

2. Method of payment is made from the an¬ 
nual tax return (Form 940) not later than 
January 31st following taxable year (^as 
been extended this year ). As Maryland 
has an approved law, you are allowed for 
payment of State Tax on Unemployment 
up to 90% of Federal tax. (This Federal 
tax may be paid in four quarterly install¬ 


ments.) (The above is Federal law). 
Maryland law as to the method of payment 
has not as yet been fixed. The Board of 
Public Works will fix the regulation.

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Maryland Statistics 


The following statistics, taken from **The 
American Racing Manual, 1937” published by 
Daily Racing Form, and reprinted through 
the courtesy of that organization, were com¬ 
piled by chief statistician R. J. Brooks and his 
assistants of the Daily Racing Form staff. 

From a volume oi 752 pages the chief items 
of interest concerning the State of Maryland 
have been picked out. The following will be 
of interest to our readers. 

In the total money disbursements in stakes 
and purses in 1936, classified according to the 
states where racing was conducted, Maryland 
ranked fourth, with a total of $1,040,140 out 
of a grand total of $12,994,605. New York, 
California and Illinois are first, second and third, 
respectively. The State’s total has increased 
steadily, having amounted to $861,845 in 1933, 


$872,700 in 1934, $990,025 in 193 5. There 
were 130 racing days in the State in 1936, and 
952 races run. The money disbursements over 
the past four years were distributed among the 
Slate’s racing organizations as follows:

"Whereas there is a Fair appointed by active 
Assembly to be held in Baltimore Town on the 
first Thursday, Friday, and Saturday in Octo¬ 
ber yearly: The Commissioners of the said town 
hereby give notice that whoever brings to the 
said Fair on the First day thereof, the best steer, 
shall receive eight Pounds current money for 
the same; also a bounty of Forty shillings over 
and above the said Eight Pounds. The said 
steer, afterwards on the same day to be Run 
for by any horse, mare, or gelding, not exceed¬ 
ing five years old. Three heats, *4 rnlle each 
heat, not confined to carry any certain weight; 
the winning horse to be entitled to said steer, 
or to eight Pounds in money at the option of 
the owner. On Friday the Second day of said 
Fair will be Run for the sum of five Pounds 
current money by any horse, mare, or gelding, 
the same distance, not confined to carry any 
certain weight. Also a bounty of 40 shillings 
will be given to any person that produces the 
best piece of yard-wide country made white 
linnen, the piece to contain 20 yards. On Satur¬ 
day the Third Day, a Hat and Ribbon will be 
Cudgelled for; a Pair of Pumps Wrestled for; 
and a white shift to be run for by Negro girls. 
The horses to be entered with William Lux, 
Clerk of said town, any time before the day 
of Running; paying for the first day 5 shillings, 
for the Second day half a Crown; All disputes 
that may arise are to be determined by the 
Commissioners of the said town; and all per¬ 
sons are exempted from any arrests during the 
said Fair and the day before and day after, 
except in cases of felony and breaches of the 
peace, according to the tenure of the above 
mentioned Act.” 


(Md. Gaz. Sept-30, 1747) 

(News item) "Annapolis. Yesterday being 
the anniversary for the election of a Mayor for 
this City, the Honorable Benj. Tasker, Esq. was 
accordingly chosen and sworn into that office. 
The same day, the Match for 50 guineas on the 
Race Ground just without the city was Run 
by the Governor’s bay gelding and Col. Plater’s 
grey Stallion, and was won by the former. In 
the evening there was a Ball in the Council 
House where there was a great number of 
gentlemen and a splendid appearance of the 
Ladies. 

This day the prize of 20 Pounds was Run 
for by six horses and won by Mr. Water’s 
horse PARROT who got the two first heats. 
The second heat he distanced several of the 
other horses.”

The few foregoing items, set down verbatim, 
provide a general survey of racing as it was 
conducted in Maryland during the year 1747, 
a decade short of two centuries ago. Other 
events were run off elsewhere in the Colony, 
but It is safe to assume that the Match men¬ 
tioned provided the most widespread excite¬ 
ment. Of the blood or quality of the contend¬ 
ing animals in the Match we are uninformed, 
but the winning owner was Samuel Ogle, Gov¬ 
ernor of Maryland, and the "grey stallion’s” 
owner was George Plater of "Sotterley” in 
St. Mary’s County near the Patuxent River. 
As late as 1924 "Sotterley” was the residence 
ol Herbert L. Satterlee. 

The following day’s Subscription purse won 
by Parrot gives an inter-sectional coloring to 
that race, and may well have been the precedent 
for subsequent journeyings of New York horses 
to Maryland. On the New York Course in ’47 
Parrot was barred from competition, which 
possibly led his owner to seek laurels so far 
afield. Mr. Israel Waters was a horse-fancying 
New York merchant who, a decade and more 
later brought North, the justlv celebrated racer 
and stallion, the Maryland-bred horse True 
Briton, progenitor (so ’tis claimed) of the 
far-famed "Justin Morgan” breed.

picture by protesting dramaticaly against any 
such sale. The thought came to me too, that 
even in France, the female of the species is in 
the last analysis boss. At least, our interpreter 
always made it a point to greet her most 
cordially with doffed hat on reaching the farm¬ 
stead. I presume he did this with the idea of 
expecting dividends in the form of favorable 
consideration if and when we came to deal. Be 
that as it may, I also noted that this appeal to 
feminine vanity was largely wasted, for said 
madame didn’t confuse francs and courtsey in 
her mind at all. 

The stallions, as you no doubt are aware, are 
for the most part in the hands of relatively 
few large stallionaires; the Avelines, Tacheau, 
Chappells, Feuillard, and Chouanard having a 
corner on the greater percentage available. 
These young stallions are purchased from the 
small farmer breeders as youngsters and run 
in small pastures in lots of two to six, or eight, 
as a rule. A conveniently located open shed in 
each pasture provides an opportunity for shelter 
and a bite of hay. The marvelous French grass 
and hay does most of the job, although the 
stallionaire usually provides some giain in addi¬ 
tion. The mares and fillies, on the other hand, 
are almost invariably found in the small farmer- 
breeder’s hands. He owns three, four, or five 
mares for farm field power and produces a few 
foals each year as a regular part of his farm 
program. 

A farmstead is usually built of brick, some¬ 
times covered with stucco, in a sort of quad- 
rangle. The home constitutes one side of the 
square, the horse barn another, cattle barn a 
third, and storage or implement shed the fourth.

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The resulting courtyard, entered through an 
arched gateway, or at an opening in one corner 
pf the square, is paved with granite block, at 
least for a way, along the sides of the buildings. 
The stables are paved, as a rule, with cobble¬ 
stones and the homes usually have tile floors. 
A damrned-up stream furnishes a watering place 
for stock and serves as a wash tub on wash 
days. No doubt the establishments of Auguste 
Tacheau, Louis Aveline and some of the other 
stallionaires, when farmstead pastures, fences, 
etc., all are taken into consideration, would any 
of them make a horse paradise with little or 
no alteration. 

The common French hitch is the tandem 
hitch, two, three, or even five dappled grey 
mares strung out single file. On the roads and 
about the farm clumsy, high-wheeled carts arc 
used. The hitch is too high, according to our 
conception, being about as high at the cart as 
at the shoulder. Collars seem cumbersome and 
ill-fitting. The single tree, to give and take 
with the movement of the horses’ shoulders, is 
often absent on these carts—a dead hitch, in 
other words. The horses are guided by word of 
mouth, apparently more than by the jerk line 
on the lead horse. The driver walks along be¬ 
side his outfit. The plows are walking plows, 
with no handles, such as our plows have, but 
are guided by a couple of small wheels. In one 
instance, we noticed five rugged Percheron 
matrons hitched, one ahead of the other, on a 
single plow. 

A pleasant half-day was spent at the Govern¬ 
ment Stud at Haras du Pin. Although some of 
the stallions had already been shipped to their 
respective stands for the breeding season, there 
were still about 200 stallions at the stud, mostly 
Percherons, a few crossbreds, and a few 
Thoroughbreds. I noticed a son of " Kantar in 
one of the boxes. For the most part, single 
stall accommodations are provided, although the 
Thoroughbreds had box stalls. The attendants, 
in uniform, riding twenty or thirty of these 
stallions at a time, out for exercise, made quite 
an impressive parade. 

A government attendant is sent out to the 
stand with each stallion. A very small service 
fee is charged as an inducement to the farmers 
to breed mares. In other words, the French 
Government subsidizes the horse breeding game 
over there. Like most paternalistic govern¬ 
mental affairs, politics apparently creeps in, to

Clydesdales won all harness classes 
at the Royal Winter Fair, Toronto, 
Canada and the International at 
Chicago, except one class in which 
there were no Clydesdales entered. 
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a degree, in the selection and purchase of 
stallions and the designation of their respective 
stands in this particular case. At least frequent 
comments to that effect met our ears. Whether 
in spite of that fact the procedure justifies the 
expense attached to it, I am not in a position 
to say. I presume it does or they wouldn’t be 
doing it. 

After purchasing two brood mares, four and 
five years old, and four coming two-year-old 
fillies for Mr. Fuerst; a four-year-old mare for 
Mr. E. A. Nicodemus, Waynesboro, Pennsyl¬ 
vania; and a two-year-old stallion for Walter 
Johnson, of baseball fame, of Germantown, 
Maryland, we headed for Belgium. We estab¬ 
lished headquarters at Courtrai, Belgium, and 
were entertained in the home of our interpreter, 
Mr. Hector Delbeke. The Belgian people were 
as much different from the French as the 
temperaments of the horses they breed. The 
one is serious, sober and patient; the other 
gayer, more active, and higher strung. Tlie 
country is exceedingly flat. The buildings and 
their arrangement is similar, as is the manner 
of handling their young stock. While we 
thought the French hitch a bit too rigid and 
too high on their carts, the Belgian hitch was 
the opposite, but still a long way from our ideas 
of proper. Most of the hauling is done on four- 
wheeled turn-table wagons. A stub tongue 
only is provided. From this a short chain ex¬ 
tends to the double tree, to which, hitched with 
extra long traces, may be two or three Belgians 
abreast. The French hitch seemed too high and 
lacked flexibility to the extreme; the Belgian 
hitch was lower and flexible to the extreme. 
One or more of the horses of the team was 
divided by a jerking line. How anyone could 
navigate traffic on their city streets with this 
awkward hitch is beyond me. Neverthless, it 
was being done. Here again, the driver usually 
walked beside his team. In one section oxen 
seemed to be used extensively on huge higher¬ 
wheeled carts and wagons. 

The Belgian breeder pays little attention to 
feet, pasterns and hoof-heads. It was an ex¬ 
tremely rare occurrence to find a Belgian horse 
without side bones at two years old or over. I 
guess I drove my interpreter nearly to distrac¬ 
tion in our quest of clean ones. He remarked 
that the Canadian buyer was very particular in 
this regard, but that I had it on them all. Right 


or wrong, I had the satisfaction of having a 
Belgian veterinarian assure my interpreter that 
the Belgian breeder should take definite steps 
to breed for clean hoof-heads. We succeeded in 
purchasing three coming two-year-old sorrell 
fillies for Mr. Wm. F. Schluderberg of Balti¬ 
more. 

As soon as the purchasing was done we 
crossed the Channel back to London expecting 
to spend about a week, before sailing, visiting 
a few of the outstanding breeding establish¬ 
ments in England and Scotland. Mr. E. E. 
Coussell, Secretary of the British Bloodstock 
Agency, had kindly arranged a splendid itiner¬ 
ary, at Mr. Finney’s suggestion. Armed with 
letters of introduction, after a most pleasant 
visit with Mr. Coussell, I boarded the train for 
Aberdeen, intending to work my way back to 
London visiting all the livestock establishments 
possible. After spending one day on the Aber¬ 
deen Market, my plans were literally blocked 
by the worst snow storm which that country 
has experienced in eighteen years. Hence, I 
returned to London to be on hand on sailing 
date. 

Our horses were delivered at Courtria and 
Nogent Le Rotrou by the Belgian and French 
breeders. From there they were shipped to Le 
Havre by freight. They were injected against 
hemorrhagic septicemia before loading and an 
occasional one which had just been docked was 
given anti-tetanus serum. They were loaded 
on the passenger liner *Tle de France” of the 
French Lines. Stalls were built in accordance 
with our specifications and an attendant fur¬ 
nished by the steamship company. We had to 
buy our own feed. In view of the fact that Mr. 
A. L. Robinson of Pekin, Illinois, agreed to 
ship by the same boat later, we secured an 
exceptionally good rate; in fact, comparable to 
rates on freighters. It was a six-day trip and 
the consignment was transferred to trucks at 
New York for their various destinations in 
exceedingly good order. 

I have seen all eleven head in the consign¬ 
ment since they have reached their new homes. 
Like most such tasks, in some instances wc 
bought perhaps better than we knew; in other 
instances, I presume the opposite is true—time 
alone will tell.
